Washington, March I.— The agree­ 
ment of the senate to vote upon the

proved the legislative situation. 
The 
improvement, however, does not wip* 
out the probability of an extra session 
of congress, but it gives a ray of hope 
to the advocates of reciprocity. 
The storm 
clouds 
in

hung 
menacingly 
low 
have 
lifted m aterially and when an adjourn 
ment was taken there was promise ol 
a further clearing of the legislative 
skies. 
After a day of constant search for a 
basis of agreement and amid a scene 
of extraordinary intensity of i n t e r e s t 
and evident mutual suspicion the pro 
Ixirim er senators, most of them op­ 
posed to the tariff board, and the pro 
ta riff board senators, most of them 
opposed to I A irliner, “ got together" in 
a modus vivendi which cleared the 
situation ami obviated the impending 
danger of another night session.
